Mass.. June 27.— Measures 
for the relief of 18,000 persons made 
homeless in Thursday's conflagration 
are proceeding with m ilitary 
preci­ 
sion. 
More than 3,500 are directly 
dependent upon the relief committee 
for sholter, while 4,500 waited patient­ 
ly in various bread lines for food 
which 
streamed 
into 
the 
city 
in 
abundance. 
Those cared for In the tent camps 
were of the poorer class, mostly for­ 
eigners. 
Nearly all the well to do 
have found refuge with friends and 
relatives elsewhere. 
An 
insurance adjuster 
who 
went 
over the devastated district carefully 
estimated the loss at $12,000,000, of 
which $10,000,000 is covered by 
in­ 
surance. 
This insurance, it is said, is 
well distributed, the heaviest amount 
falling upon any one company being 
$400,000. 
The Naumkeag Steam Cotton com­ 
pany was the heaviest individual los­ 
er. 
The loss on its great plant was 
placed at $3,500,000. 
Fifteen 
hundred 
employes 
were 
thrown out of work by the destruc­ 
tion of these mills. 
The total number 
added by the fire to the ranks of the 
unemployed was estimated at 9,000. 


Preparations for Rebuilding. 


Hand in baud with measures for re­ 
new went preparations for rebuilding 
the city. 
The Naumkeag company 
and some of the other large firms 
that were burned out announced that 
they w ill begin construction of new 
and better plants as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
In the meantime the unem­ 
ployed w ill be given work in the re­ 
habilitation of the city or w ill be 
provided with Jobs in nearby places. 
The active work of relief was tem­ 
porarily in the hands of the state 
m ilitia directed by Adjutant General 
Cole, who commanded 750 men from 
the Eighth and Ninth regiments. The

A few cases of measles and 
two of scarlet fever were reported 
and were isolated immediately.
